Nation In Peace 


Harding Addresses Fifth Di- 
vision Men at Atlantic City, 
Then Takes Walk. 


Atlantic City, N. J., September 11. 
A message to former gervice men 
was delivered here today by Presi- 
dent Harding during his Sabbath 
activities at the ocean side which in- 
cluded attendance at church, an ad- 
dress to veterans of the fifth divi- 
sion, A. E. F., and an hour’s stroll 
among the board walk crowds, 

After attending the Chelsea Bap- 
tist church service with Mrs. Har- 
ding and his other guests, the presi- 
dent found several hundred fifth 
division veterans assembled jin front 
of his beach front hotel when he re- 


turned. Standing on a chair, the 
president urged that former service 
men aid in solving the problems ot 
peace, as they did those of war. 
“There is nothing too good in 
America for its veteran defenders,” 
said the president. “All America is 
poud of what you and your division 
did at the Meuse. All America is 
proud of what our soldiers did in 
the critical days of the war.” 
Apparently referring to the sol- 
diers’’ bonus legiglation, President 
Harding declared the nation would 
Spare no efforts to care for its

standardized heating facilities to 
accommodate the climate there. 
Other types have been drawn to ac- 
commodate special architectural 
fancies and equipment needs in oth- 
er sections. 

Manufacturers have co-operated 
in the difficult work of creating a 
plan for standardized and system- 
atized plumbing, heating and other 
equipment going into the proposed 
homes, while the bureau of stand-

Bankers, building loan associa- 
tions, real estate men and other in- 
Arests have been co-operating on 
measures to ease credit facilities 
for would-be home builders.

To standardize many commodities 


going into the building of a home 
will not only speed the available 
supply of such materials, but will 
make it cheaper, and at the same 
time not injure the industries con- 
cerned, in the opinion of officials 
working on the plan. With a short- 
ge ot over a million homes in the 
country today, they add, and with 
the government participating in 
educational work behind the project 
to create confidence and under- 
standing, there should result a tre- 
mendous stimulus to employment, 
as well as making homes possible 
for thousands of restless families.

The report for the fiscal year 1921 
is not available yet, of course, but 
the auditor assures me it will show 
even a healthier financial cnodition 
than the 1920 report, just quoted. 

That being the case, there is little 
room for argument as to the suc- 
cess of the system from a state's 
financial viewpoint. 

That it ig intricate—extremely 
sO, and more expensive to adminis- 
terthan the old-fashioned straight 
ad valorem, is assured. That it is 
easier on the taxpayer, on the 
whole, however, and far more satis- 
factory to the state, is equally as 
assured. 

What Is a segregated tax system? 
As the term implies, it is a tax clas- 
sified into specifig rates for specific 
purposes, the “funds collected being 
available for those purposes only. 
It serves the purpose of letting the 
taxpayer know exactly where the 
revenue he pays into the treasury 
is going, and it eliminates legisla- 
tive friction as to ““appropriations” 
for those great constructive activi- 
ties, such as schools and roads, and 
health crusading, with which bud- 
ding politiclans ysSually flirt and 


temporize and juggle to meet polit- 
‘ 


ical expediencies. 


Various Rates 
And Segregations. 


I can, perhaps, best illustrate the 
system by giving the classified state 
rates now enforced in Virginia: 

On real estate: 25 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation (14 cents 
for support of free schools, 10 cents 
for construction and maintenance 
of roads, and 1 cent for eradication 
of #tuberculosis.) 

On tangible property: 25 cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation (14 
cents for support of public free 
schools, 10 cents for construction 
and maintenance of roads, and 1 
cent for eradication of tuberculosis.) 

On intangible property, viz.: 
Bonds, notes and other evidences of 
debt, etc.; property held in a fiduci- 
ary relation; shares of stock; 8:0 
cents on the $100 assessed valua- 
tion (55 cents for the support of 
the government, 14 cents for the 
support of public free schools, 10 
cents for construction and main- 
tenance of roads, and 1 cent for 
eradication of tuberculosis.) 

Capital: 85 cents on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation (60 cents for the 
support of the government, 14 cents 
for the support of the public free 
schools, 10 cents for construction 
and maintenance of roads, and 1] 
cent for eradication of § tuber- 
eculosis.) 

Bonds of counties, cities and towns 
or other political subdivisions of 
state: 35 cents on the $100 assess- 
ed valuation (25 cents for the sup- 
port of the government, 10 cents

Money: 20 cents on the $199 
valuation (10 cents for the sup- 
port of the government, 10 cents for 
the support of the public free 
schools.) 

Shares of bank stock 25 cents 
on the $100 assessed valuation (14 
cents for support of public free 
echools, 10 cents for. constructioh 
and maintenance of roads, and 1 
cent for eradication af tuberculosis.) 

Each male and female inhabitant 
who has attained the age of 21 
years, except those pensioned by this 
state for military services, are as- 
sessable annually with a state capi- 
tation tax of $1.50, one-third when 
collected to be returned to the 
county or city in which collected, 
the remainder for the support of 
the public free schoois. 

Incomé (less exemptions and deduc- 
tions allowed by law): 1 per cent on 
income up to $3,000 and 2 per cent 
on income in excess of $3,000, for 
the support of the government. 
How Public Service 
Interests Are Taxed. 

On rolling stock of steam rail- 
roads: $1.75 on the $100 assessed 
valuation ($1.50 for the support of 
the government, 14 cents for the 
Support of the publie free schools, 
10 cents for construction and main- 
tenance of roads, and 1 cent for 
eradication of tuberculosis.) 

Public service corporations, in ad- 
dition to the state tax on rea] es- 
tate, tangible and intangible per- 
sonal property, and money, are re 
quired to pay franchise taxes or 
license taxes, or Dusiness done in 
Virginia,.as follows: . -

SCHOOLS OF CITY. 
WILL OPEN TODAY 


Enrollment of Students 
Totals 34,000, One of 
Greatest Increases-Over 
Previous Year in City’s 
History. 


Atlanta’s schools will open Mon- 
Gay with an attendance of approxi- 
mately 34,000 pupils, according to 
statements Sunday night by Willis 
A. Sutton, superintendent of city 
schools. Mr. Sutton declared that 
fuliy this number of pupils is reg- 
istered for admission, and that all 
but a few wilt be present at the 
opening of their classes. 

The attendance this year, Mr. 
Sutton asserted, marks one of the 
largest increases over a previous 
year in the history of the city. 
The faculties of sae schools have 
been increased, he said, by the ad- 
ditoin of 40 .grammar school. teach- 
ers and 29 high school teachers. 

Superintendent Sutton urged all 
who could to attend the “Opportu- 
nity scnooi” on Auburn avenue in 
the rooms used for the Georgia Tech 
night school. Business fnstruction 
is given in this school, which may 
be attended from one hour to four 
hours a day. 

The enrodment for the year in 
the Boys High school, Mr. Sutton 
states, is 640; in Tech High, 1,460; 
in the Commercial High schoo] 
1,306, and in the Girls’ High school 
1,200. The number of pupils who 
will attend the grammar schools 
is, he states, greatly in advance 
over the enrollment of previous 
years. 

All citizens of Atlanta are urged 
by Mr. Sutton to co-operate in ge- 
curing a full and regular attend- 
ance. Appeals have been made to 
Parents of the school children, to 
the churches and to the S9inday 
schools and civic organizations of 
the city. The importance of prompt- 
ness on the part of all pupils in 
starting class work for the year 
is stressed by Mr. Sutton.

TWO 10 GET AUTO 
WITHOUT PAYMENT 


Made No Effort to Hide 
Evidence After Slaying 
Auto Salesman and 
Demonstrator. 


POLICE BELIEVE. HIM 
MENTALLY UNBALANCED 


After Nine Hours of Third 
Degree, Prisoner Breaks 
Down and Calmly De- 
scribes Frightful Crime.

murders in the history of Chicago. 

He committed the double slaying, 
the police declare, to gain posses- 
sion of a $5,400 automobile without 
paying for it. 

Church confessed that when Ber- 
nard J Daugherty, star salesman of 
the Packard Motor company, called 
to deliver a car he had purchased, 
he forced him into a cellar at the 
point of a revolver, handcuffed him, 
slashed his throat, and then com- 
pleted the murder with a baseball 
bat, and that when Daugherty’s 
companion, Carl J. Ausmus, forced 
his way into the house to investi- 
gate Daugherty’s delay in return- 
ing, he killed him in the same 
manner. 

After the murders, Church said he 
went upstairs, washed, and took 
his gray-haired old mother for an 
automobile ride, and, on returning, 
slept until 4:30 a. m., when he took 
Ausmus’ body to his garage and 
buried it beneath the floor; wrap- 
ped Daugherty’s body in a blanket, 
put it in the car and threw it off 
the Lake street bridge on the 
Desplaines river. 

- Arrested at Adams. 

He then returned and got his 
mother and started for Adams, Wizs., 
to visit his father. At Adams he 
was arrested and returned, driving 
the detectives who went after him 
back to Chicago without any pro- 
test, 

During the cold-blooded recital. 
Mrs. Edwin Church, the aged 
mother of the confessed murderer, 
sat in an adjoining room jn the 
atate attorney’s office, assuring re- 
porters that “it would only be a 
few minutes now until Harvey con- 
vinced them that he is innocent.” 

“When Daugherty came into the 
parlor to get the money, I drew a 
revolver,” Church declared in the 
confession. “He held up his hands. 
I pulled the handcuffs and made 
him put out his hands one at a 
time. He looked like a powerful 
man, and I wasn’t going to take 
any chances. After I had snapped 
the handcuffs on I told him the way 
to the basement, and made him go. 
He was calm enough. I guess he 
thought I was going to lock him 
up down there and run away with 
the car. 

“When he got down there I got 
the baseball bat and made him 
stand still. 

Detalis of Crime. 

“"Turn around,’ I said. He got an 
idea what was coming then, but I 
hit him square on the head with 
the bat and he went down. He tried 
to strike with his two handcuffed 
hands, but I beat him again and 
again. Then I hit him with the 
hatchet and cut his throat. 

“Then I heard someone upstairs 
and I hurried up. It was this fel- 
low y6u say is Ausmus. 

“Where's Daugherty?’ he asked. 
I pulled my revolver and I then did 
the same thing I did to Daugherty. 

“After that I went out and dug a 
hole under my old Harroun car in 
the garage. I thought I would put 
them in it. Later, when I put Aus- 
mus’ body in it. I found it wasn’t 
big enough to ho!d Daugherty’s, too, 


so I waited until dark and after a 


ride around, and a little sleep, I put 
Daugherty’s body in the ear and 


took it to the bridge and threw it 


in.

San Antonio, Texas, September 11. 
The list of known dead from the 
flood of early Saturday wae 47 late 
today. The dead and missing are 
estimated at approximately 250 by 
officials engaged in recovering the 
bedies, while Police Commissioner 
Phil Wright estimated that it might 
reach 300. Many residents regard 
these figures as too high. 

The property loss is-placed at 
$5,000,000 by some business men 
and those in charge of reclamation 
work. Estimates lower and higher 
also are neard. 

Soon after daylight today the 
searchers on the Alazan creek found 
three bodies in the driftwood and 
avreckage on the banks and another 
was found on the San Antonio river 
banks. ‘Other bodies were recover- 
ed at different times. While it has 
been declared that possibly the ma- 
jority of the estimated dead floated 
}down the streams, the searcherg be- 


Heve that as the .wreckage and | 
driftwood is cleared away others 
will be found, 

The efforts of the rescuers today 
were confined principally to recov- 
ering bodies, work of rescuing the 
marooned having been completed 
yesterday. 

Rescue and relief work cgntinued 
last night and today. Hundreds of 
Mexicans and the poorer people who 
lived along the Alazan were made 
homeless and were given assistance 
by the relief headquarters’ estab- 
lished in a downtown building. 

The fact that most of the bodies} 
recovered were fully clothed, shows 
that, the victims either were warn- 
ed, or heard the approaching rush 
of water in time to make prepara- 
tiong to leave.

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DEATH OF ACTRESS. | 


AFTER WILD PARTY 
IAD TO COMEDIAN | 


Statements of Those Pres- 
ent at “Party” Which 
Preceded Girl’s Death 
Taken by Police. 


DEJECTED “FUNNY MAN” 
SITS SILENT IN CELL 


Sensational Details of 
“Gin-Jollification” Giv- 
en—Miss Rappe, Victim, 

_ Was Wealthy Woman. 


San Francisco, September § 11.—~ 
Roscoe Fatty Arbuckle, next ta 
Charlie Chaplin the’ children’s fa- 
vorite film comedian, but privately 
knOwn to the gay motion picture 
colonies of Los Angeles and New 
York as a thorough Bohemian, occu- 
Dies a cell in the city jail, held 
without bail in connection with the 
death of Miss Virginia Rappe, a 
beautiful film actress, which fol- 
lowed the latest and probably the 
last of the famous private Arbuckle 
jollifications. 

The party was held last Monday, 
Miss Rappe was removed from Ar: 
buckle’s suite in the luxurious Saint 
Francis hoté] that afternoon, suffere 
ing agony. She died after lingering 
for days under treatment for alcoe- 
holism, an erroneous diagnosis. Her 
death now proves to have been due 
to an internal rupture which caused 
peritonitis. 

Arbuckle is now held on a wars 
rant because the papers could nog 
be legally made out on a Sunday. 
However. when he “came in” Sate 
urday night from Los Angeles, De- 
tective Captain Matheson placed his 
hand on the comedian’'s shoulder and 
verbally charged him with murder, 

The police said they were holding 
Arbuckle “for taking a human life 
while in the act of committing or 
attempting to commit a felony.” In 
explanation of this term they said 
there was evidence that Arbuckle 
had either committed or attempted 
to commit a criminal assault on Miss 
Rappe. 

In Famous Automobile. 

Arbuckle arrived back in San 
Francisco in his famous cream-co!- 
ored, custom-built automobile, often 
compared to a Pullman ear, from 
Los Angeles, whither he had hasten- 
ed after Miss Rappe’s alarming con- 
dition caused the dispersal of the 
“party.” He wore a Norfolk jacket, 
dark green golf breeches, woolen 
stockings and tan low-cut shoes, 

He was highly nervous, From an 
ornate, gold-inlald silver cigarette 
case he took cigarettes one after 
another, tapped each delicately on 
his thumb-nall and smoked them 
chain-fashion, lighting a fresh one 
from the butt of the one before. 

Fatty was booked on the jail blot- 
ter on the same sheet with a dere- 
lict locked up for vagrancy. 

“Roscoe Arbuckle, native of Kan- 
sas, age 34, height five feet ten 
inches, complexion ruddy, hair light 
brown, inclined to be stout,” mum- 
bled Detective Sergeant Tom Re» 
gan, writing down Arbuckle’s de4 
scriptive list. 

“Yes,” Fatty permitted the flicker 
of a smile to lighten his dolorous 
expression. ‘Yes, a little corpulent, 
weight 260.” 

Regan did not subscribe to the 
humor of this. He went on writing, 
and repeating ag he wrote: “Charged 
with the murder of @ motion pic- 
ture actress.”

Spends Gloomy Sunday. 
Arbuckle was shrouded in gloom 
Sunday. He awoké, sullen and hag- 
gard, after spending almost a sleep- 
less night in his cell. The famous 
Arbuckle smile of the movies was 
Gone. His forehead was deeply 
furrowed and he paced to and fro, 
his hands behind his back.

he arose from bed, got a cigarette 
and emoked, sitting on the edge of 
his cot.

Damaging Statements. 

Detective Captain Mathewson an- 
nounced Sunday night that the po- 
lice had taken three new deposi- 
tions, all damaging to the defense. 
The most important deposition, he 
said, was that of Mrs. Maude Del- 
monte, friend of Miss Rappe’s. 
Mathewson said that Mrs. Delmonte, 
a guest at Arbuckle’s “party,” made 
the direct charge that Arbuckle, in 
the presence of a roomful of peo- 
ple, seized Miss Rappe and shoved 
her through a doorway into his 
room, saying: é 

“I’ve been walting five years for 
you.” 

Arbuckle, her deposition contin- 
ued, then locked the door. He was 
clad in bathrobe and pajamas. 

Another statement was taken 
from Miss Vera Cumberland, who, 
with Mrs. Jean Jameson, nursed 
Miss Rappe at a local sanitarium 
until her death. The affidavit had 
to do with statements made by Miss 
Rappe to Miss Cumberland as to 
what took place in the locked room. 

Clothing Is Found. 

Miss Rappe’s clothing, which was 
torn practically to shreds, has been 
found in Los Angeles, where they 
were taken by Al Seminacher, Miss 
Rappe’s manager, in Arbuckle’s ma- 
chine after Arbuckle and his par- 
ty had been ordered out of the ho- 
tel, according to Captain Mathew- 
son. . 

An affidavit was also taken from 
another nurse who attended Miss 
Rappe at the sanitarium. 

All those who were at the “par- 
ty.’ it was announced, as well as 
the nurses and physicians who at- 
tended Rappe before her 
death, > summoned before the

Dying Girl’s Accusation. 

During Saturday’s’§ investigation 
there was some doubt as to the na- 
ture of the charge On which Ar- 
buckle might be held. Persons who 
attended the “party” last Monday 
were entering or leaving police 
headquarters at intervals all day 
long. Late Saturday evening the 
statement was taken of Mrs. Jean 
Jameson, a nurse, who was with 
Miss Rappe during her last hours. 
She swore that Miss Rappe, suffer- 
ine great pain, kept moaning that 
Arbuckle had injured her, that he 
overpowered her with his huge 
weight. 

‘It wouldn't be right for me to 
jay for all this when it was Roscoe’s 
fault.” Miss Rappe moaned to the 
nurse, according to Mrs. Jameson’s 
Bworn statement. 

In a later interview Mrs. 
ron said that Miss Rappe 
dving moments repeatedly request- 
ed her to “get Roscoe; he is re- 
sponsible for all this.’’ The nurse 
said Miss Rappe meant her to sum- 
mon Arbuckle to her bedside, not 
to “get’ him in the sense of re- 
venge. 

Sunday afternoon Arbuckle’s 
counsel permitted him to speak for 
the first time concerning the 
charges and then only enough to 
deny them altogether. 

“Gin Jollification.”

He appeared on the stage for the 
first time as a pickaninny, age, 8, 
for 50 cents a night. Later he was 
a chorus man, and still later he 
toured in stock. The Keystone 
company gave him $17.50 a week 
for his first work in the movies, 
but the aceligent of girth made him 
one of the richest actors in the 
whole profession.

Newsies “For Fatty.” 

As he was driving his ridiculously 
large automobile into San Francisco 
in the dusk of evening to face the

Arbuckle stopped his machine and 
threw a half dollar to one of the 
youngsters, who shoved three papers 
into his hands. 

“Fatty, they’re saying some things 
about you,” the newsboy said as he 
and the others swarmed about the 
machine. “But we're for you.” 

“Thanks kid,” said Arbuckle, with 
tears in his eyes. 

Miss Rappe became prominent in 
Chicago in 1913 when she announc- 
ed that she was earning $4,000 a 
year as a model, and urged other 
girls to try that profession. A year 
later she was again in the limelight 
due to reports that she and another 
beautiful young woman had presert- 
ed a dance-callied the “nighty: tango” 
in a@ steamship en voyage to France. 
She startled Paris with fur anklets 
on pink pantalettes and a bouquet 
of fruit, instead of flowers. In 
1917 Henry Lehrman, of Los Angeles, 
starred her in two successful movie 
comedies, ‘The Punch of the Irish,” 
and “Twilight Baby.’ She hase mot 
been seen. on the screen since 1920 
but one of her films, as yet unnamed, 
is now being prepared for release. 

Was Wealthy Woman. 

Miss Rappe’s parents are dead. In 
Los Angeles she had her own cot- 
tage, in which her only companion 
was a housekeeper. Her income 
was large, owing to fortunate in- 
vestments in Texas and Oklahoma 
oil lahds,

Two-Cent Postage 
Plan Is Approved 
For All Americas 


Buenos Aires, September 11.—The 
United States will be able to use a 
two-cent postal rate to all South 
and Central American countries un- 
der the provisions of an article ap- 
proved yesterday at the plenary ses- 
Sion of the Pan-American postal 
congress. This article establishes 
as a fundamental principle the lib- 
erty of each country to fix its for- 
eign postal rates, provided such 
rates are kept within a maximum 
equivalent to 5 cents in American 
gold. 

The limit for Pan-American post- 
age is defined in the _ article as 
“within the half of the equivalent 
in dollars of the maximum fixed by 
the universal postal congress at 
Madrid, The maximum. designated 
at Madrid was 50 centimes; thus, the 
adoption of the article fixed the 
maximum Pan-American postage at 
one-half of the European limit. 

The congress aleo adopted the 
principle of free transit of inter- 
national mails through countries ad- 
hering to the convention. Panama 
alone opposed the arrangement. 

Now Five Cents. 

O. K. Davis, delegate of the United 
States, said the adoption of the Pan- 
American rate limit convention 
would allow the United States to 
fix a two-cent rate on mall to 
Argentina and other South Ameri- 
can countries where a five-cent rate 
is in force. This reduction not only 
would etimulate commercial inter- 
course but also would prevent the 
mistake of sending to these coun- 
tries from the United States a large 
amount of underpaid commercial 
correspondence and advertising mat- 
ter, the receipt of which causes irri- 
tation on the part of South Ameri- 
cans and prejudices business rela- 
tions, 

There was some opposition to the 
adoption of the American dollar as 
the postal monetary unit, instead of 
the franc, which was proposed by 
Mexieo, but the advocates of the 
doHar finally were successful. 

Exchange Newspapers Free. 

Exchange of copies of newspapers 
and other periodicals published in 
Pan-America is to be free of charge 
under the provisions of another ar- 
ticle adopted by the congress, which 
also extends the franking privilege 
to consular and diplomatic corre- 
spondence addressed to govern- 
ments.

A water, heat, light or power com- 
pany is required to pay annually a 
state franchise tax of 25-32 of 1. per 
cent on gross receipts. 

An express company is required 
to pay annually a license tax of 1 
and % of 1 per cent on gross re- 
ceipts. 

A steamboat company is required 
to pay annually a license tax of 1 
and 3-16 of 1 per cent on gross re- 
ceipts. 

A telegraph company is required 
to pay annually a license tax of 
$2.121%5 per mile of line of poles or 
conduits, also 2 and % of 1 per 
cent on gross receipts. 

A telegraph company whose gross 
receipts do not exceed $50,000 and 
whose miles of poles or conduits 
do not exceed six hundred, and a 
majority of the stock or other prop- 
erty of such company is not owned 
or controlled by any other tele- 
phone or telegraph company, whose 
receipts exceed $50,000, is required 
to pay annually a license tax of 1 
and 1-16 of 1 per cent. A company 
whose gross receipts exceed $50,000 
and whose miles of poles: or con- 
duits exceed six hundred, or when a 
majority of the stock or other prop- 
edty of such company is owned or 
controlled by any other telephone or 
telegraph ‘company whose receipts 
exceed $50,000, is required to pay 
annually a license tax of $2.00 per 
mile of poleg er conduits, also 1 
per cent on gross receipts up to 
$50,000 and 2 per cent on gross re- 
ceipts in excess of $50,000 and 1-16 
of 1 per cent on total gross receipts. 

A sleeping, parlor, or dining-car 
company is required to pay annual- 
ly a license tax of $3.15 for each and 
every mile of track over which it 
operates its cars in the state, but is 
not required to pay any ‘tax on real 
estate or personal property. 

An individual, a company or a 
corporation not domiciled within the 
state owning any stock, furniture, 
fruit, refrigerator, meat, oil,. tank 
or other similar car operated on a 
railroad line or lines in the state 
is required to pay annually a tax 
of 1 and 3-5 of 1 per cent on the 
assessed valuation of such cars, but 
is not liable to a license or fran- 
chise tax unless it is a corporation 
chartered under the laws of this 
state, in which event it is required 
to pay annually a franchise tax 
based upon the authorized maxi- 
mum capital stock of the corpora- 
tion.

Sixteen inches of rain in 
twenty-four hours sent all streets 
out of bounds, and cattle and cot- 
ton in the lowlands are a total loss. 

In addition to the thousands of 
square miles of central Texas ale- 
ready affected, more southern sec- 
tions are menaced by the onrushing 
waters. 

The San Marcos river is on &a 
rampage, much baled cotton has 
been washed away and ungathered 
crops are almost complete losses, 
reports indicate.

between American railroads and

in a report sent by Senator W. L. 
Jones, republican, of Washington, 
to Chairman Lasker. The report 


‘was made, Senator Jones said, “by 


an experienced railroad man tremen- 
ously interested in the upbuilding 
of the merchant marine.” 

The proportion of American com- 
merce carried in American bottoms 
has fallen, the report averred, from 
#0 per cent, in 1920, to “hardly more 
than 30 per cent this year.” The 
decrease was attributed largely to 
“failure to enforce the provisions 
of the merchant marine act ...

Dr. Holderby declared that the 
rand jury’s recommendation that 
he family prayer altar be restored 
was the most wholesome recom- 
mendation that has been made. 

“Working faithfully and diligent- 
ly to suggest means to suppress the 
increasing lawlessness and crime 
in the county these men of faith 
and courage déclared there was no 
hope of saving the country unless 
the family altar was established in 
the homes. ‘The responsibility for 
the lawlessness and crime all over 
this and other lands rests upon the 
homes,” he said. 

Continuing, Dr. Holderby said: 

“The reports coming up from the 
various denominations show a very 
small percentage of homes where 
family worship is observed, or 
where religion fs taught. 

“Obedience to God and respect 
for Parental authority are not as 
a rule taught in the home. Children 
coming out of such homes recog- 
nize no law, human or divine. Men 
despise all law today because they 
were never taught to obey their 
parents at home, and for this’rea- 
son they ignore all law. 

“The destiny of this nation and 
that of every nation depends upon 
the religious training in the home. 
They get very little anywhere else. 
The blessing of God will not abide 
upon any home or nation where He 
is not recognized and worshipped 
and where His laws are not obeyed.

League officials described the first 
week as a “talking period.” The 
end of this period is expected to 
come Tuesday, when the debate on 
the report ot the secretariat of the 
council will probably be concluded. 
There are still six delegates to be 
heard from, including that of France 
and the delegates of Albania and 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

Chile has consented to refer to a 
commission of three jurists her dis- 
pute with Bolivia over the treaty of 
1904. The commission will be ap- 
pointed as soon as formal accept- 
ance of this solution has been re- 
ceived from the Bolivian govern- 
ment. 

The assembly delegates have 
shown undisguised anxiety over tne 
Chile-Bolivian dispute, and there is 
a feeling of relief over its refer- 
ence to a special commission and 
later to an international court, if 
necessary. The relation of the Mon- 
roe doctrine to the dispute caused 
general alarm, and the delegates de- 
sired to avoid any situation where 
they might be forced to take issue 
with this doctrine,

Geneva, September 11.—Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil, representing South Africa 
in the league of nations assembly, 
entirely approves America's sug- 
gestions tor modifications of the 
league mandates,, as stated in the 
latest American note, of which he 
read unofficial but authentic ver- 
sions. To the United News, he said 
Sunday that the adoption of these 
suggestions would, in his opinion, 
tend to improve the mandates. He 
urged the necessity for immediate 
detinition by the league of the man- 
date terms for the former Turkish 
territory and the former German 
colonies to remedy the “serious sit- 
uation caused by delay.” :

“ “America’s attitude is thus fully 
known,” said Lord Robert Cecil,

never been any question of America’s 
trade rights in the mandate. terri- 
tories or of her right to be consult- 
ed On.the general terms, but when 
the Versailles .treaty was being 
drawn the league members alone 
were mentioned, because everybody 
then expected that all nations would 
join.”

The information which this arti- 
cle carries to you is self-assertive. 
It is to some extent unavoidably 
Statistical. However, every fact 
and figure is worthy of your at- 
tention and study. 

We of the south have long been 
too negligent, because too unap- 
preciative,. of accurate statistics. 


We have actually lived a refusal 
to regard them as in any way re- 
lated to our prosperity and prog- 
ress. Similarly, prior to the war 
between the states, our public men 
religiously refused to seek, or to 
counsel acceptance of, federal aid 
in opening our harbors to the 
world’s ships by removing bars to 
cross Which every ship had to wait 
Several hours for high tide: refused 
to seek or counsel acceptance of 
federal aid in making our rivers 
safely navigable from the interior 
to the seaports. While our pub- 
lic men, whigs and democrats, held 
that doctrine, senators and repre- 
Sentatives from the eastern’ and 
the western states, in a word from 
all.the north, sought and obtained 
Such aid. With our public men, it 
was a principle; they stood to their 
convictions aS one man. 

Toting her own skillet, Georgia 
appropriated in 1817, the sum of 
250,090 for the improvement of her 
rivers. Between 1817 and 1826. she 
appropriated $401,000 for that pur- 
pose. This policy was in practice 
a long series of years. 

The writer was the first one who 


directed attention to the fact that, | 


in studying the agricultural prog- 
ress of our people, one could not 
speak reasonably except in terms 
of bushels or tons; pounds or num- 
ber. This is true for the reason 
that the purchasing power of the 
dollar of 1915-1919 compared with 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
of a normal yvear— 1913, for exam- 
ple—was 58 cents at best. So, it 
would ‘2 inaccurate to compare the 
total value of the agricultural 
products of Georgia of 1919 with 
the value that ubtained in 1920. In 
order to make a fair comparison, 
you would deduct 42 per cent 
from the total of 1919.

Washington, September 
death of Field Marshal von Bulow 
removes one of the great figures of 
the opening act in the world war. 
Seven years ago his second German 
army was making a great noise in 
the press of the whole planet, al- 
though more attention was actually 
being played to the achievements of 
the troops of Kluck, his neighbor 
and associate. In reality it was 
Bulow’s army which contributed 
the most.important share in all the 
events from the attack upon Liege 
to the end of the battle of the Marne 
and the close of the decisive phase 
of the German stand at the Aisne. 
It Was elements from his army com- 
manded by Hmmich, now also dead, 
which made the brusque attack 
upon Liege that failed s0 completely 
and with such terrific losses. 

Charleroi was Bulow’s most shin- 
ing triumph, although his army also 
took Namur. Guise, the battle of 
St. Quentin in German annals, a 
few days later, where Joffre’s coun- 
terstroke failed in its larger pur- 
pose but saved the British army, 
counts as a German victory, because 
Bulow’s force held the field and 
presentiv continued their advance, 
but it was a rude shock from which 
the second German army never fully 
recovered. 

Controversy Over Marne, 

Bulow’s chief claim upon history, 
arises from the circum- 
stances that it was he who/“first 
ordered a withdrawal at the Marne. 
He was, in fact, the German com- 
mander who was first to abandon 
that field which proved in the end 
the graveyard of all German hopes 
of a swift and complete victory. 
About this decision to retreat 
centers a controversy which will 
never end and in which the mass 
of German opinion now censures 
3ulow. 

At the outset of the rush through 
Belgium Bulow was placed in com- 
mand, not only of his own second 
German army but also of Kliuck’s 
First. In his memories Kluck com- 
plains bitterly of Bulow’s orders 
and it is plain from Bulow’s own 
volume, that there was misunder- 
standing and even worse between 
the two commanders. Finally, just 
after Guise and about September 1, 
Kluck Was liberated and his actions 
thereafter explain the Marne. 

In the battle, Bulow himself 
fought a portion of Foch’s army 
and most of Franchet D’Esperey. 
He was outnumbered, although his 
troops included the famous Prus- 
sion Guard, which was slaughtered 
at the Marshes of St. Gond. Beaten 
by D’Esperey about Montmirail 
and checked by Foch west of Fere 
Champenoise, Bulow found himself 
on the morning of September 9 cut 
off from Kluck by the British, and 
ordered his troops to retire. 

His view of the situation Was ac- 
cepted by Moltke, who several days 
later again placed him in command 
of Kluck once more. In his account 
of the Marne, Bulow claims credit 
for saving the whole German army 
from @qdisaster by the retreat. This 
view is accepted by all French his- 
torians and most British and neu- 
tral writers. It Is rejected by the 
Germans because it carries. with it 
the confession that the battle was 
actually lost, whereas the Germans 
prefer to believe it was field of 
victory from which Bulow’s precip- 
itate decison dragged all the Ger- 
man armies. 

Moltke in Disgrace. 

Moltke, who was in command at 
the moment of the Marne, took 
Bulow’s view. But on September 
14 Moltke retired in disgrace, and 
his retirement placed Falkenhayn 
in command Falkenhayn took the 
other view, and Bulow presently 
disappears from conspicuous com- 
mand. Kluck followed and Moltke’'s 
early death eliminated him from 
the controversy. Hausen, who 
commanded the Third German 
army, was also eliminated, and for 
a time made the scapegoat. Like 
Bulow and Kluck, he has written 
a book, and, like Kluck, he blames 
Bulow for all the misfortunes of his 
own army and for the loss of the 
whole battle. 

Bulow himself belongs to the old 
Prussian tradition, he is a soldier 
of the school of the war of the 
liberation. His army was guilty of 
some of the most despicable of the 
atrocities of the early period, and 
he Was among those who were cited 
as War criminals by the allies. On 
the whole, his own volume discloses 
that he lacked a certain driving 
force. He saw the whole situation 
clearly, but invariably he saw it 
with too great pessimism. He can- 
not rank with the later German 
army commanders, and it is almost 
certain that he will be remembered 
as the German who was defeated at 
Montmirail, where Napoleon won 
his last victory, and at the Marshes 
of St. Gond, where Foch first re- 
vealed his supreme military genius. 

One of Bulow’'s most distinguish- 
ed opponents, then a corps com- 
mander later in cOmmand of an 
army in the Race to the Sea and 
at the close of the war the first 
French military governor of Metz 
since 1870, General De Maudhuy 
has also just died. His eighteenth 
army corps pursued a portion of 
Bulow’s army over the Aisne and up 
the Craonne heights; thereafter the 
scene of severe fighting to the very 
end of the war. In fact, De Maund- 
huy just missed turning Bulow’s 
fiank and forcing a further Ger- 
man retirement to the Meuse.

American Financiers Back 
Plan to Exploit Confiscated 
Austrian Properties.

Paris, September 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Negotiations were 
complete in Paris yesterday where- 
by the vast estates of Archduke 
Irederick, of Austria, and his son, 
Archduke Albrecht, estimated to be 
worth more than $200,000,000, were 
taken over by an American syndi- 
cate, which includes Charles H. Sa- 
bin, Jr., Leonard Replogle, Frank A. 
Munsey, Thomas J, Feider and other 
prominent American business men, 
Samuel] Untermeyer, New York law- 
yer, represented the syndicate in 
the negotiations, which have been 
<n progress for some time, and Arch- 
duke Albrecht took part in behalf 
of himself, his father, his wife Isa- 
be] and his six sisters, Dr. Wilhelm 
Rosenburg, of Vienna, and Dr. Aurel 
Engry, of Budapest, were counsel 
for the Hapsburgs., 

The meeting here yesterday was 
the last of a series of meetings dur- 
ing the past few months at Carlsbad, 
Kissingen, Vienna and Paris. The 
transaction concerns the vast land 
and industrial holdings of the Haps- 
burgs, distributed throughout Aus- 
tria, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, 
Poland, Rumania and Jtaly. They in- 
clude the great steel] works and 
mines jin Teschen, which are partly 
in Czecho-Slovakia and partly in 
Poland, The estate comprises nu- 
merous other industries, including 
the dairies which formally furnish- 
ed most of the Vienna supply of 
milk and butter, sugar plantations, 
factories, apartment houses, palaces 
the other private properties in Vien- 
na, castles in various parts of the 
continent, about 1,000,000 acres of 
agricultural and forest lands, scat- 
tered over severel countries, and the 
remarkable Albertina museum in 
Vienna, which is said to contain 
nearly 1,000 works of art. Arch- 
duke Frederick was a field marshal] 
and was commander-in-chief of, the 
Austro-Hungarian armies in the 
war. His grandfather was a nephew 
of Emperor Francisci and was ac- 
companied by Duke Albrecht, of 
Saxeteschen, who married Arch- 
duchess Maria Christena, daughter 
of Maria Theresayl. Archduke Fred- 
erick is the uncle of King Alfonso, 
of Spain. His sister was the queen 
of Bavaria. Thus a cé@nsiderable 
part of the property came from the 
Saxon house. 

Important Factor. 

This is regarded as important by 
the members of the American syn- 
dicate because the properties. they 
are taking over were not part of 
the possessions of Austrian crown, 
but came to Archduke Frederick 
from other sources than the Haps- 
burgs, 

A large part of the _ properties 
were purchased and developments 
from private means were increased 
during the 150 vears by investments 
and returns from new enterprises. 
It is regarded as a fortune built 
essentially upon savings by busi- 
ness management, and not upon 
royal gifts and concessions. Arch- 
duke Frederick was excluded from 
all his properties located in coun- 
tries formerly composing the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy. Some 
have been sequestered and others 
were claimed as confiscated, part of 
them by the reconstituted old gov- 
ernments and others by the new 
states in whose jurisdiction the 


properties were brought by terms of 
various peace treaties. 
Arehduke Met Felder. 

American interest in the property 
had its original in Switzeriand in 
the summer of 1919, when Archduke 
Frederick made the acquaintance of 
Thomas J. Felder, an American liv- 
ing in Paris. Operation of the vari- 
ous industries had been paralyzed 
by disorganization consequent to 
the war, and the archduKe desired 
to bring American capital 
methods into their restoration. Ar- 
rangements were made in October, 
1919, whereby the archduke was to 
transfer his various properties, ex- 
cept those in new Hungary, to a 
corporation organized in Switzer- 
land to take over administration of 
the estates. Mr. Felder was to form 
a syndicate in America to acquire 
substantial interests in the new 
company, which he did. Differences 
arose between the archducal family 
and the syndicate, owing to subse- 
quent action by various govern- 
ments in efforts to confiscate the 
properties, which resulted in liti- 
gation in the Swiss courts. These 
differences have been adjusted 
through the agreement reached 
here yesterday. The American syn- 
didate and the archduke will pro- 


ceed to enforce what they have to | 
be their rights against several gov- |

sion. 

A complaint is about to be lodged 
before the mixed tribunals of the 
league of nations, before which new 
states will be summoned as having 
acted in defiance of treaties with 
the allies. Interesting questions re-

Past Week Brought 
Distinct Business Revival 


BY WALTER BROWN 


New York, September 11.—Quite a 
distinct change for the better is 


to be found in the delevolpments 
of the past week both in financial 
and general business circles, The 
stock market, except for tempora- 
ry reactions, continued its upward 
course. Reports from trade cen- 
ters tell of slowly reviving busi- 
hess activity in many lines. 

The bond market continues gen- 
erally steady, reflecting an absorp- 
tion of worthwhile securities for in- 
vestment account, while wholesal- 
ers report an increased @#:ndency 
to buy for future delivery. The 
number of commercial failures 
shows a decrease, and taken alto- 
gether there are enough evidences 
of returning confidence to make 
quite a substantial showing. 


Statements Encournging. 


The weekly statement of the fed- 
eral reserve banks as a whole was 
encouraging. The point has been 
reached where signs of the pendu- 
lum swinging in the opposite direc- 
tion are to be regarded as favor- 
able developments, Thus there was 
an increase of $37,000,000 in circu- 
lation, indicating a revival in busi- 
ness activity rather earlier 
reine moving season than was gen- 
erally expected. The reserve ra- 
tio to deposits and note liabilities 
is 66.2 per cent aS against 42.8 per 
cent a year ago. it is, in fact, 
too high, and represents too great 
an accumulation of idle capital. 

Therefore, the fact that the cur- 
rent report shows a decline from 
8€.8 per cent the preceding week 
harmonizes with the increase in note 
circulation, The demand for ad- 
ditional currency over the recent 
holiday period has also had some 
effect, but there would not be the 
willingness to spend this money if 
there were not confidence in the fu- 
ture. 
ys . Cotton Features. 


The most spectacular feature of 
the week was the sharp rise ana 
tall in the price of cotton. Monday, 
September 5, being a holiday, the 
stock and cotton exchanges were 
closed on the preceding Saturday 
also in order to extend the week- 
end vacation. The government’s 
report of crop condition was issued 
on Thursday, September 1, and 
while it sent prices higher on that 
day and on the next day also, the 
holidays intervened so that Liver- 
pool was unable to accurately gauge 
market sentiment on this side. It

Will Be Irregular. 

The course of the cotton market 
from now on wiil be nervous and 
irregular, with its general tenden- 
cy upWard, for on the basis of ac- 
tual supply. and demand probabili- 
ties cotton is stil] selling far be- 
low a natural basis. On the pres- 
ent decreased estimates of the 
United States government a short- 
age of fully 3,000,000 bales below 
world requirements is recorded as 
a conservative figure. 

The probability is also that this 
will be further increased when the 
amount of unspinnable cotton in the 
United States is taken into consid- 
eration further reducing the carry- 
over from last year. Including both 
carry-over and new crop, it is 
doubtful if the United States will 
have to offer for home and for-

For one thing, pig iron production 
figures point to the turn in that 
trade having been made fully a 
month ago, August showing a slight 
increase over July, though the 
smallest, with that exception in 
fully eizhteen years. Phe building 
trades too have come to the front 
this week, first in a more cheerful 
trend of reports as to sales of lum- 
ber and other material; second, in 
the reports of settlements of strikes 
and increased activity of building 
at many cities, and finally, in the 
realization, by means of Bradstreets 
August returns, that building per- 
mitted for last month will In all 
probability exceed that for July, wil 
thereby be the largest total reached 
since April, 1929, and easily the 
fourth largest monthly total 
recorded.

Higher cotton prices have almost 
totally changed the southern trade 
atmosphere, eertninly helping. buy- 
ing somewhat and brightened up 
collections slightly.
